We have Jnst got back from, the pyra- 


mids, and dad is bein; treated for spinal 
meningitis, on account of ridin; a camel. 
I never tried harder to get dad to ga 
anywhere oa the cars than I dil to get 
him to go to the pyramids by rail, as a 
millionaire should, bat he said he was 
going to break a camel to the saddle, 
and then bay him aad take him home' 
for a side show.

Ehellac varnlia. or saellar. as ll Ii 


commonly called. Is a solu^oa of shel- 
lac guni ia alcohol. Pure grala alco- 
hol only Ii used for the b«t grades. 
wood alcohol being substituted la tie 
cheaper grades. These cheaper gra-les 
should be avoided, because they de- 
teriorate rapidly an! d<> not produce 
a good finish, besides being very hird 
to spread eveal.* wilh the brush. 


Shellac varnUh must be brushed OB 


quickly, since the alcohol evaporates 
rapidly. It must also b« diluted with 
alcohol whea necessary, cntil it will 
flow freely and spread evenly. 


Shellac varnija alone makes aa ex- 


cellent finish for either soft or hard 
pine or for white miple, without the 
use of a filler. Three to six coats will 
b« needed, and each coat, whea dry, 
must be sandpapered smooth with Xo. 
0 paper before another 
Is 
applied. 


The last coat Is not sandpapered, but 
Instead the surface it cut down even 
and smooth with powdered pumice 
stone and oil. A good quality of ma- 
chine or lubricating oil Is the best for 
this purpose and should be used freely 
to keep the pumice stone wet and to 
prevent It from gathering Into lumps 
oa the rubber or on the surface of the 
work. If the surface Is Cat aae a small 
block of pine wood, or better of cork. 
over which several thicknesses of cia- 
ton Cancel have been wrapped. After 
cutting off the higher projfxtloas dis- 
pense with the block and hold Ihe cloth 
la the Ctgers only. The pumice will 
cut faster without the block, but greater 
care mast b« taken to avoid rubbing 
over and cnttiag the shellac from the 
corners and angles of Ihe piece being 
rubbed. 


Shellac will not take • high polish 


like varnish and is usually finished and 
polished with the pumice and oil alone. 
To work rapidly they must be cs,ed free- 
ly and the condition of the surface ex- 
amlned often during the process by 
simply «tpiag off a small section with 
th* fingerorasoftcloth. 


Patching Varnish. 


When rubbicg varnish to ta even 


acd smooth surface, evea experienced 
rubbers will sometimes rub throa^h — 
that Is. rub or cut off all the varnish 
down to the bare wood. To patch suca 
spots requires time, patience aad care. 
The first coat (in retoating) must b« 
pat oa so as to cover the bare spots 
only, bat as th- shellac is very thin for 
some distance around the spot, the sec- 
ond coat must be spread around the first 
and the third still farther on, adding a 
coat each day, but sandpapering between 
coats with great care to avoid scratch- 
Ing the rubbed surface of the shellac 
tear by. 


Copil Varnish, 


Copal, or furniture varnish, as It Is 


more often called. Is made of gum 
copal, boiled linseed oil and turpentine, 
combined by heat, beirg boiled togeth- 
er and strains*, after which it U al-

Is tot only com- 
plicated, but requires years cf expe- 
rience and practice, and is far la ad- 
vance of the work of the varnisher or 
painter »ho finishes the Interior of our 
houses. 


Yet with these facts before him. the 


beginner may wilh care and patience 
In following these simple directions 
produce a passably fair finish ou ar- 
ticles made by himself, and bearing on 
which me wish to emjihailie the fol- 
lowing point*: 


1. Water stala will dry IB oae haar; 


oil sttia requires H to :< hours. 


2. Filler must b« rubbed off perfectly 


cleaa from the surface aad from all 
angles and corners. U must thea have 
from !1 to 11 hours to harden and dry. 


3. Earh coat of varnish or of shellac 


must be dry and hard before another 
is applied. 


4. Each successive coat (except the 


last) must be sandpapered smooth when 
dry. 


i. Each coat of shellac should havt 


about 21 hours to dry and harden. 


t. Each coit of copal (furniture) vir- 


nl=h must have from two to four days 
to dry and harden. 


7. Shellac varnish does not resist 


moisture, hence be lure to use oil. tot 
water, wilh the pumice stone. 


t Copal, being an oil varnish, resists 


moisture, therefore may be rubbej with 
pumice and water to produce an even 
surface. 


>. Pumice stoce will cut much faster 


when used with water lain *hen used 
with oil. 


10- Whea copal Is rubbed with pumice 


and water the finished rnrface. although 
evea and smooth, will have no gloss. 


II. If copil is rubbed with pumice 


and oil (Instead of water), a beautiful 
dead finish Is produced, which many 
persons

U. Xever use a block or holder when 


saadpaperieg shellac or varnish, of any 
kind. Use the hand only. 


II. Use a block when rubbing down 


flat surfaces with pumice and oil, or 
water, only long enou*h to cut off the 
larger projections of the varnish. Then 
use the hand alone to hold the rubber. 


13. Xever sandpaper the last coat— 


cse pumice stone, as directed. 


Xote.—All articles fitiihed with copal 


varnish can b« cleaned and renewed 
la appearance, after long cse. In no »ay

After catting the varnish «o a smooth 


even surface, all pumice must be care- 
fully wiped off with a moi»t spotge and 
the tew surfac* of the varnish allowed 
to dry and har<5|r for oceortwodayt 
after which all recainleg particles of 
pcmJc* are removed and the newtcrfac* 
of th* vartlsa Is polished byntltgfine 
powdered rottea stone and oil oa a 
soft wad of canton flannel. 


When polishing with rotten stone 


the last or finishing polish Is best pro- 
duced by txall circular strokes of the 
polisher, and wtea the required polish 
has beea gives to the tnrface. all re- 
maining oil atd rotten stone Is wiped 
off with a soft cloth, and the final polish 
glvea with a piece of soft chamois skin, 
coatlaaitg ta cse the circular stroke* 
In preference to rubbing lengthwise or 
In ott direction. 


Wtea polishing with rottea stoss. 


lltseej oil will produce a finer polisi 
thaa other oils, but Ii must be tncr« 
carefully wiped from all aiglet and 
corners, where. If allowed to remala 
It win catch aaj retaia dost. 


Powdered pumice s'tont Is soil Is sev- 


eral grades of fineness, and the finest 
otly should be used oa varnish or thel-- 
lac. The cost will be three or four teats 
a pound. 


Pulverized rotten state of the best 


qcality will cost from five to eight cents 
a poand. Both pumice atd rotten slot* 
should U bought only wktr* Tarnish 
and other wood finishing materials art 
•old. thus itiartog a good »rt!c!« fret 


so well a* to wash with a soft cloth and 
tepid water, to which a little mild fine 
soap has been added. Xo Injury will 
result, provided they are at one* wiped 
dry with a soft cloth. To Improve the 
polish after the above, go over all sur- 
faces with a small piece of chamolj 
skin and a few drops of olire oil. and 
finally polish with a soft, dry chamoi* 
until all oil has been removed, espe- 
cially from the angles and corners 


Much of the foregoing instruction'ap- 


plies to the finishing of wood on which 
a fine, smooth surface and polish are 
desired. A lery commoa but ro=gh 
finish may be produced by first stain- 
ing (whea desired), fl!Ktg »cd then 
applylrg two or three coats of goo.1 var- 
nish of acy kind, anl leaving th. last 
coat fa It* natural gloss, cnrnbbed 
Soca a finish raay be seen on the In- 
terior hard woodwork of many houses 
and also oa the cheap grade* of cab- 
inet farnitcre.
